As for Am mok’s pap8r * it shuuld be 196% and I hopa 
will bo published in Gan+tics. This can ba perfactmd ln the proof. 
I will put in the proper designations for tho three lac’ cultures in 
table 1. I hqm you will not obJect 40 my changing the symbol tyro” 
to tyr”, only bcclKiss it is more campetlblr with QUC current ussaga. 
Thora LIMI perhaps Just ona or two other minor changes. 

Ikr the whole I am very much pleased at the present shape 
of th paper and its furthat‘ lmprovemmt by your m cumonts. I 
will look forward to sslrlng the manuscript of the second paper 
beforcr too long. Hmmver, there would bo littls point in trying to 
rush It before about the thlrd mk in June, as t have a very busy 
time ahead in catching up with uccumulated work. 

It Is rlso kty gratlfylng to see how you have continuad your 
studies, although as m had almady begun to suspuct there may be sotme 
serious technlcal problems in tnalnteinlng useful mslmess and high 
dsvel~nt of flagella at the satm tlma. 

In &pan wa had an espscirlly tinm with fatsuo Ilno, who is 
contlnufng hls work slmg mars and more physlologlcal and bioch&ical 
I iner. I hope lt will be feasible to arrange to rmaln ln close touch 
&mcJng all of us. In particular wa would llkr, to start scme DNA studies 
in connection with phase veriaticm during a brief visit that he may pay 
to the States in early September. One of tl-m vary useful things if it 
cauld bo possible to develop it before that time would be a Salmonella 
ram=atie hybrid in which B serretfa F’ has acqulrod and can successfully 
manifest a small segment frcm Salmonalla including Hl and He. If such 
a hetrrogenote can possible be obtained snd If It shows phase verlrtlm 
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we would lfka to aaka a bqinnlng attaapt to dlscovsr whathsr there is 
any dlfforence In thm WA uarposltlm of the bacteria in the eltarnatlve 
ph0sss. Hay I ask w@thsr you would ba abla to offer anything fn this 
regard? We have bmn strussfng this kind of work very heavily lately 
particularly with the Bacfllus subtills transfomatlon systam. Gen 
has had suua vary axciting results on the separation of the DNA corms- 
ponding to diffsrsnt genes In this systm. At the present manent ha 
is in India revlsltfng his parents, but ho will ba, back in another 
month or so. 

To return to our paper) It will probably expedite matters If 
I arrange te taku cam of proof hem. Of course, i wt I I see to it that 
you (II;?* lnformd about tha progress of tha manuscript and consulted If 
any matsrlrl quasticms should arlse. I will also arrange for a raasonabla 
numbs? of reprfnts to be scmt dimctly to you.
